As it is expected 
that car registrations willrun 100,- 
0)0 this year, the provincial treag- 
ury will be enriched by about $50,- 
000 from the drivers’ licénses. 

Every driver of an auto must al- 
ways carry his license under the 
regulations shortly to take effects. 
The licenses will be issued to regis- 
tered car owners at a cost of fifty 
cents and will stand good until 
called in for some reason or other. 
That means that it is not an annu- 
al lie»nse, and does not have to be 
renewed every year as is the case 
with the ordinary car licenses. 

When the license issuer is in any 
doubt, he may require the appli- 
cant to submit to adriving test, be- 
fore issuing the license. This ex- 
amination would be carried out by 
some comp tent person such 
peace officer, ete. Driving tests

Homesteading In Northern Alberta 
This Year Has Been 
Unprecedented 

The land rush to Northern Alberta 
centinues apace. It is reported by 
the Edmonton offices of the Cana- 
dian National Railways Colonization 
Department that approximately 1,- 
000 new settlers with capital aggre 


try and Northern Alberta since the 
first of the year and up to the first 
week of April. It is estimated that 
during Apri? alone nearly 1,500 set: 
tlers will settle in these districts. 
During the period of April Ist te 
total of B12. settlers with 
sapital totalling $170,000 went to the 
Peace River Disrict. Among these 
was one man with $20,000 capital 
another with $14,000 another 
| with $12,000. 

During the first quarter of the 
year 400,000 acres of government 
| land were taken up by homesteaders
